As of Nov. 24, the Moun¬ 
tain View Taxpayers Associa¬ 
tion (MVTA) petition to stop 
construction of a new admin¬ 
istration building in Moun¬ 
tain View County has gar¬ 
nered 784 signatures. 

The petition has been in 
circulation for little more 
than one week. 

Elsie Barton, secretary for 
Mountain View Taxpayers 
Association said the response 
to the petition has been ex¬ 
cellent. 

She said members on the 
volunteer committee oversee¬ 
ing the distribution of the 
petition have been going door 
to door and have attended a 
couple of auction markets to 
collect the signatures. 

This current petition was 
started by MVTA members 
who were against the con¬ 
struction of this new build¬ 
ing. They felt there would be 
enough support for this peti¬ 
tion throughout the county 
and held two public meet¬ 
ings, Nov. 12 and 13 to hear 
from ratepayers. 

Mountain View County 
voted, in September, to begin 
construction of a new admin¬ 
istration building on land 


near the Olds/Didsbury air¬ 
port, at a cost of approxi¬ 
mately $4.6 million (Council¬ 
lor Dave Derksen voted 
against and Councillor Ben 
Penner was absent but gave 
Reeve lan Harvie permission 
to voice Penner's support for 
the new building). 

Critics of this decision said 
Council ignored an earlier pe¬ 
tition which forced a non¬ 
binding plebiscite at the 2001 
municipal election where 75 
per cent of voters said “no” 
to a new building. 

“We are against this build¬ 
ing being built at that cost,” 
said Henry Kuelker, member 
of MVTA after the public 
meetings. 

Mountain View County 
Reeve Ian Harvie has said 
council made the decision to 
build a new building as it was 
the best use of taxpayer’s dol¬ 
lars for a long-term invest¬ 
ment. 

MVTA must collect 1,200 
signatures to force another 
plebiscite in the issue that 
has plagued Mountain View 
County Council for more 
than two years. 

The due date for this peti¬ 
tion is 60 days from the time 
it began, it must be presented 
to county administration on 
or before Jan. 12, 2004.

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Man who starved horses fined

A 22-year-old Raymond man 
who let nine horses starve, in¬ 
cluding one that died, on the 
Sundre-area farm he was work¬ 
ing on has been fined and or¬ 
dered to make a donation to the 


Alberta Society for the Preven¬ 
tion of Cruelty to Animals. 

Justin Leigh Schurmann 
pleaded guilty in Didsbury pro¬ 
vincial court on September 17 to 
a charge under the Animal Pro¬ 
tection Act of permitting ani¬ 
mals to be in distress. He was 
sentenced before Judge Heather 


Lamoureux on Monday. 

The starving animals were 
discovered on the farm on March 
23 when a person boarding a 
horse at the property found his 
animal in extremely poor condi¬ 
tion, court heard. 

Two days later, SPCA officers 
went to the farm and found a 


dead colt and eight other starv¬ 
ing horses. 

During his September court 
appearance, Schurmann was 
asked why he failed to feed the 
animals. He replied, “I didn't 
watch them as closely as I should 
have.” 

On Monday, Judge 


Lamoureux said animal 
caregivers have an obligation to 
feed and water animals under 
their protection, and, “In this 
case the duty was breached. This 
court views these types of 
charges very seriously.”

Drunk driver crashed 
truck 

A drunk driver who rolled 
his truck into a ditch near 
Didsbury last month, injuring 
a passenger, has been fined. 

Joel Ira Ross pleaded guilty 
in Didsbury provincial court 
on Nov. 17 to a charge of driv¬ 
ing a blood alcohol level 
greater than 80 mg per cent. 

Police were called to an ac¬ 
cident scene at about 4 a.m. 
on Oct. 5 where they found 
the vehicle in the ditch. 

The passenger was trapped 
in the truck and had to be ex¬ 
tracted before being taken to 
hospital with minor injuries. 
Ross was also taken to hospi¬ 
tal. Ross’s blood alcohol level 
was later determined to be 130 
mg per cent. 

Judge Heather Lamoureux 
fined Ross $850 plus a 15 per 
cent victim fine surcharge. 
She prohibited him from driv¬ 
ing for 12 months. 

Man crashed stolen ve¬ 
hicle 

A 28-year-old man who 
slammed a stolen vehicle he 
was driving into another ve¬ 
hicle parked on a road near 
Olds and then fled the scene 
has been fined and ordered to 
pay restitution. 

Troy J. Brennan pleaded 
guilty on Nov. 17 to charges 
of failing to stop at the scene 
of an accident, refusing to 
provide a breath sample and 
possession of stolen property. 

Brennan was driving a sto¬ 
len 1992 Plymouth at about 
3:40 a.m. on June 18 when he 
ran into the second vehicle, 
court heard. 

Brennan jumped out of his 
vehicle and ran from the 
scene. He was apprehended by 
police a short time later. 

Brennan, who has a previ¬ 
ous impaired driving convic¬ 
tion dating from 1998, admit¬ 
ted he had been drinking at 
the time. “These are serious 
offences,” said Judge 
Lamoureux. 

The judge fined Brennan 
$2,000, prohibited him from 
driving for two years, and or¬ 
dered him to pay $2,500 res¬ 
titution to the owner of the

Man jailed following 
crash 

A disqualified driver who 
rolled his truck on Highway 
2A last March, severely hurt¬ 
ing himself in the process, has 
been jailed. 

Jared Francis Martin 
pleaded guilty on Nov. 19 to 
a charge of driving while dis¬ 
qualified. 

The accused was convicted 
of drunk driving in January 
2002 and prohibited from driv¬ 
ing for one year. He was sub¬ 
sequently convicted and fined 
for two other charges of dis¬ 
qualified driving before the 
March 29 accident, court 
heard. 

Martin was taken to hos¬ 
pital with severe injuries af¬ 
ter being thrown from the 
vehicle north of Olds. 

Martin fell asleep at the 
wheel, causing the crash, his 
defence lawyer said. He spent 
three and a half months in 
hospital following the acci- 


“I’ve learned my lesson. 
I’ve paid my lesson through 
all my injuries and losses,” 
Martin said. 

Judge Semenuk called the 
disregard for the disqualifica¬ 
tion a “serious offence.” “He 
is the author of his own mis¬ 
fortune,” the judge said. 

The judge sentenced Mar¬ 
tin to 30 days in jail and pro¬ 
hibited him from driving for 
six months.

Clair Owen Olley pleaded 
guilty on Nov. 19 to a charge 
of impaired driving. 

Olley was stopped at about 
4 p.m. on September 4. after 
an RCMP officer sent to find 
the suspect vehicle saw it 
weaving across the lanes and

Showing signs of gross im¬ 
pairment from alcohol and 
with a half empty bottle of 
vodka at his side, the accused 
was arrested and charged. 

Olley has a previous drunk 
driving conviction from 1985, 
court heard. “I’m aware of 
the seriousness of my crime,” 
Olley told Judge T. Semenuk. 

He also thanked the citi¬ 
zens who turned him in, say¬ 
ing. “They protected my life 
and the lives of others.” 

The judge fined him $800 
and prohibited him from driv¬ 
ing for one year. 

Driver went off road¬ 
way 


A driver who was speeding 
when he missed a turn on 
Hwy. 580 just outside Cre¬ 
mona, launching his vehicle 
down a steep embankment, 
has been fined. 

Robert Glenn Dunlop 
pleaded guilty on Nov. 19 to 
a charge of careless driving. 
The Crown withdrew a charge 
of impaired operation. 

The accused was driving a 
vehicle westbound on the 
highway on May 31 when the 
accident occurred, court 
heard. 

Dunlop and four passen¬ 
gers in the vehicle were not 
seriously hurt. 

Judge Semenuk fined 
Dunlop $1,000 and suspended 
his licence for three months.

In memory of the 14 
women killed in 1989 at the 
Montreal Ecole 

Polytechnique, and in an ef¬ 
fort to raise awareness of 
violence against women, 
Knox United Church will be 
holding a candlelight vigil. 
The vigil will be held on 
Dec. 6, the 14 year anniver¬ 
sary of the tragic Montreal 
shooting, at 7 p.m. at the 
church. 

On Dec. 6, 1989, at the 
Montreal Ecole 

Polytechnique, the School of 
Engineering at the Univer¬ 
sity if Montreal, a lone gun¬ 
man entered the school, kill¬ 
ing 14 women, and injuring 
13 others, nine women and 
four men. Marc Lepine, a 25 
year old Quebecker, after 
killing and injuring these 
people, then took his own 
life. In a suicide note he ad¬ 
mitted to killing these 
women to, “Send Ad Patres 
(Latin: “to the fathers”) the 
feminists who have ruined 
my life...The feminists have 
always have a talent for en¬ 
raging me. They want to re¬ 
tain the advantages of being 
women...while trying to grab 
those of men...” 

Included with the note 
was a list of 19 prominent 
Quebec women in non-tradi- 
tional occupations, such as 
the province’s first woman 
firefighter and the police 
captain. Under the list it 
read, “These women nearly 
died today. The lack of time 
(because I started too late) 
has allowed these radical 
feminists to survive.” In¬ 
stead the lives of 14 inno- 


Once entering the school. 
Lepine, carrying a concealed 
Sturm Ruger Mini-14 semi¬ 
automatic riffle, shot his 
first victim in the corridor. 
He then proceeded to a class 
room, entered, then said, “I 
want the women. I hate 
feminists.” He separated the 
men from the women, lined 
the women up against a wall 
and began to fire. These vio¬ 
lent shootings continued 
around the school for the 
next 20 minutes, before they 
ended with Lepine taking 
his own life. 

Lepine’s purpose to ter¬ 
rorize women and keeping 
them in their traditional 
roles backfired Between 
1989 and 1999, the percent 
of women enrolled in Cana¬ 
dian engineering facilities 
rose from 13 to 19 percent. 

Over the years since the 
shootings debate has raged 
as to whether the slaughter 
was an isolated act, or a 
symbol of male violence 
against women. 

“We will say a prayer in 
those women’s honour, and 
remember all their hard 
work,” said Rev. Nancy 
Nourse, Knox United 
Church. “We will read out 
each of their names.” 

Nourse got the idea for 
the vigil from a united 
church publication as a way 
to bring the community to¬ 
gether on an ongoing basis. 

“We wanted to bring the 
community together, and 
show women there is sup¬ 
port out there for them,” 
said Nourse. “Many people 
do suffer in silence.” 

The vigil is going to be in 
the form of a worship serv¬ 
ice. Flower petals and salt 
water will be mixed together. 
The flower petals represent¬ 
ing life and the salt water 
representing tears. 

“We want this to be life 
giving,” said Nourse, “Yet 
show we recognize their 
tears.” 

There will be a free will 
offering, and all the money 
received will be donated to 
the Red Deer Women’s Shel¬ 
ter, which is the closest one 
to Didsbury. 

“We encourage both men 
and women to attend,” said 
Nourse. “It will be a time to 
stand together in solidarity, 
to raise awareness, and to 
remember those who have 
suffered and continue to suf¬ 
fer.”

Local town working together 
to help less fortunate

Hearts are opening up 
and hands are extending to 
those in need. Lavone 
Attwood of Didsbury has 
been delivering household 
goods, clothing, and gifts to 
the Mustard Seed and 
Calgary Women’s Shelter 
for the past eight years. 

“These are my busiest 
months,” said Attwood, 
who works for the RCMP 
in Calgary. “People are do¬ 
ing house cleaning and get¬ 
ting rid of things they didn’t 
sell at garage sales.” 

Through word of mouth, 
and letters, people donate 
what they can, and Attwood 
delivers it to Calgary. 
“There has been so much 
that I have been delivering 
every Friday to the Mus¬ 
tard Seed and every week¬ 
end to the Women’s Shel¬ 
ter,” said Attwood. “On av¬ 
erage I usually make two 
deliveries a month.” 

Once living in Calgary, 
Attwood would volunteer at 
the Mustard Seed in the eve¬ 
nings feeding the homeless. 
After moving out of town 
she needed to find an alter¬ 
native way to help, that is 
when she came up with the 
idea of collecting items to 
donate to them from people 
in the area. 

Presently she collects 
from Didsbury, Olds, 
Carstairs, Cremona, 
Sundre, and Water Valley. 

“The hospital in Sundre 
recently donated seven 
bags of coats and mitts,” 


said Attwood. “That was an 
amazing help.” 

A local couple heard about 
what Attwood was doing and 
let people at the their church 
know, it was printed in the 
church newsletter. 

“The church now has a box 
for people to fill up,” said 
Attwood. “The response has 
been incredible.” 

The Mustard Seed started 
the “Journal Project” just 
over a year ago. This project 
teaches people the skills they 
need to get a job. 

“This is a great thing,” 
said Attwood, “The people 
involved are committed to get¬ 
ting straight and getting off 
the streets.” 

Donations are always ex¬ 
cepted, things needed are 
clothing, toques, socks, 
shoes, house items, soap, and 
Christmas gifts are always 
appreciated. 

“The little soap you get at 
hotels is even a big help,” said 
Attwood. “These people really 
have nothing.” 

One women donated a box 
of old blankets, and Attwood 
said they went a long way. 
Things people are just going 
to through away or bring to 
the dump may be of use to 
someone less fortunate. 

“When I was dropping off 
the blankets, there were three 
men sleeping outside,” said 
Attwood. “I took three blan¬ 
kets out of the box and cov¬ 
ered them up. It doesn’t mat¬ 
ter what happens to the blan¬ 
kets, as long as they somehow 
help keep someone warm.” 

Another annual project 
Attwood organizes is the 


Christmas Sock Run, peo¬ 
ple are encouraged to buy 
a pair of wool socks, put 
one in the other, then fill 
it with products the home¬ 
less could use. Products 
such as soap, razors, 
shaving cream, candy, 
tooth brush, tooth paste... 
Attwood will deliver these 
to the Mustard Seed also, 
or any other gifts people 
wish to donate. 

“It is nice if you attach 
a tag that says, “Because 
we care” to it,” said 
Attwood. “It is incredible 
how something so small 
gives them pleasure, it 
gives them hope.” 

Last year the Mustard 
Seed welcomed over 5,000 
volunteers, 1,500 in De¬ 
cember alone. Also 650 
men, and 1000 women re¬ 
ceived gifts. 

“If everyone in 
Didsbury spent $2, so 
many people would get a 
gift,” said Attwood. “Even 
those who don’t come in, 
volunteers go out and 
make sure they are all 
fed.”

“You receive an incred¬ 
ible joy from helping oth¬ 
ers,” said Attwood. “We 
will always have homeless 
people, therefor will al¬ 
ways be a need there, and 
as long there are volun¬ 
teers to help it will be 
okay.”

I know there was a point in each of their lives when they had 
given up on happiness, they questioned whether it could ever 
really be found. I saw the tears in their eyes, and the scars on 
their bodies.

When I spend time with them now, and see the smiles on 
their faces that were once missing, and the joy in their eyes, I 
quickly understand that anything is possible. 

When you feel like you are alone, know that you are not.

Instead tell yourself there 
are millions of other women out there who know exactly what 
you are going through.

Do you remember Ottawa’s 
failed $20 million scheme back 
in January 2000 to subsidize 
NHL teams? It was an absurd 
policy proposal that lasted 72 
hours before being yanked due 
to overwhelming national out¬ 
rage. Well, the feds, soon to 
be led by Paul Martin - along 
with Jean Charest’s Liberals 
in Quebec - have gassed up a 
new offensive proposal which 
seems to be “racing ahead.” 

Yesterday, federal Justice 
Minister Martin Cauchon 
along with Quebec’s Munici¬ 
pal Affairs Minister Jean-Marc 
Fournier grinned for the cam¬ 
eras as each announced a $6 
million, three-year contribu¬ 
tion form their respective gov¬ 
ernments to the Montreal 
Grand Prix during a news con¬ 
ference at a downtown Mon¬ 
treal hotel. That’s $12 million 
in taxpayer dollars to finance 
burnt rubber, exhaust fumes 
and noise pollution. Is this 
Kyoto compliant? 

The 2004 Montreal Grand 
Prix was cancelled earlier this 
summer because a stringent 
federal law which prohibits 
tobacco companies from spon¬ 
soring/advertising at sports 
and cultural events went into 
effect this past October. And 
the largest sponsor of Formula 
One (FI) racing teams is big 
tobacco. 

Business leaders and race 
organizers were panicked that 
Montreal had lost a race 
which reportedly generates up 
to $80 million (an unverified 


figure) in local spin-off benefits. 
But if this event is really worth 
$80 million, why don’t the folks 
who make this money (hotels, 
restaurants, etc.) pony up the 
$12 million themselves? It’s 
600'# plus return on invest¬ 
ment. 

The fact that the sponsorship 
prohibition was seven years in 
the making is lost on our poli¬ 
ticians. Ditto for the fact that 
FI racing is a multi-billion dol¬ 
lar global sports entertainment 
empire. Instead of planning 
well in advance for their rainy 
day, race organizers and local 
business leaders instead made 
a bee-line for the Bank of Tax¬ 
payers for emergency financ¬ 
ing. Sadly this bank employs 
the worst loan officers in exist¬ 
ence: spineless politicians. 

After months of lobbying, 
the taxpayer cheque - $12 mil¬ 
lion in total - was cut yester¬ 
day. Sound public policy was 
stuck in the pits with a flat 
while stupidity supreme revved 
its engine, won the time trial 
and took the pole position with 
the feds and Quebec behind the 
wheel. 

Defenders of this odious 
scheme call it a good invest¬ 
ment. Their logic is as follows: 
The race generates millions of 
dollars for the Montreal 
economy which turns into busi¬ 
ness profits which are then 
taxed to pay for things like 
health care and education. In¬ 
deed, Minister Fournier raised 
this maternelle-level (that’s 
junior kindergarten in French)

economic argument yesterday. 

If we follow this argument 
through, then governments 
should not only subsidize car 
races and aerospace companies, 
but corner stores, drycleaners, 
restaurants, and every other 
profit making entity known to 
humankind as well, because 
they generate tax revenues. 
Heck, let’s just ditch capital¬ 
ism, risk taking and private 
investment altogether and opt 
for a Ministry of Production 
and Commerce to control eve¬ 
rything, with five year plans, 
etc., since it worked so well for 
the command and control re¬ 
gimes in Eastern Europe and 
former Soviet bloc ... not!

Tucked away in the very bottom left hand comer of ‘The Calgary 
Herald’ was this write-up from Bluefields, W. Va. about the 
Hatfield-McCoy truce. This feud began in 1863 when Devil Anse 
Hatfield formed the logan Wildcats to protect their land against the 
southern sympathizers, those being the Hatfields. The Hatfields were 
a family of 13 children, four daughters and nine sons, the McCoys a 
family of sixteen, nine fighting age sons and six daughters (one child 
died at birth). To add to the problem in 1880 Koseanna McCoy fell 
in love with Johnse Hatfield, moved to the Hatfield cabin, became 
pregnant, moved to her aunt’s cabin, caught measles, miscarried and 
then Johnse married Nancy McCoy! Before the feud’s end around 
1891, the death toll numbered 13. Now you know some more of the 
story!

Changes to Employment Insurance (El) may benefit you. 

The Government of Canada is increasing the Small Weeks threshold to $ 225 . When 
you qualify for Ei and we calculate your benefit rate, we will, where possible, ignore 
weeks where your earnings fall below this level. 

This change could increase your El benefit. 

Why is the Government of Canada making this change? 

These improvements will encourage Canadians to accept workweeks of lesser pay 
without lowering their Employment Insurance benefit rate on a future claim. 

The new threshold of $225 for a regular week of work (up from $150) reflects 
increases in Canadian wages. 

This change makes El more responsive to the needs of Canadian workers. 

Some things remain the same: 

• All insurable hours will still be used for eligibility purposes, even if they 
are not used to calculate your benefit rate. 

• You must continue to report all earnings in the weeks you earn them. 

• Earnings allowed while on claim are $50 per week or 25 percent of your 
weekly benefit rate, whichever is higher. 

• Employers must continue to remit El premiums on every dollar paid and 
complete Records of Employment.

Using fresh water alternatives 

The oil and gas industry recognizes the importance Albertans place on 
responsible water use. While water plays an important role in oil recovery, 
the industry has made significant progress in reducing its use of fresh water. 

Through alternatives such as saline water, C0 ; in enhanced oil recovery and 
recycling, the use of this natural resource as part of daily industry operations 
is decreasing. 

Companies are also looking at other innovative solutions. For example, at 
the MacKay River thermal oil sands facility near Fort McMurray, Petro-Canada 
uses steam assisted gravity drainage (SAGD) to lift the deep deposits of thick 
bitumen from the reservoir. They drill two parallel wells horizontally into the 
reservoir and then pump steam into the upper well. The steam makes the oil 
flow into the lower well, from which it is lifted to the surface. SAGD more 
than doubles traditional thermal recovery rates for deep heavy oil deposits. 

But just as important, the MacKay River facility gets all of its water from 
underground saline sources. And more than 90 per cent of that saline water 
is recycled. No fresh water is used. 

Petro-Canada has gone even further by adding another important step. An 
innovative process called Zero Liquid Discharge recovers more of the saline 
water produced during recovery and eliminates waste water altogether. 

"We're deploying technology that clearly demonstrates our commitment to 
environmental best practices," says Sue MacKenzie, Petro-Canada's senior 
director of bitumen. "We're raising the bar with regards to responsible 
water use." 

With what the company has learned at MacKay River, Petro-Canada plans to 
use similar technology at its proposed Meadow Creek steam assisted oil sands 
facility. Both projects are excellent additions to the growing list of examples 
of responsible water use and management within the petroleum industry 
as a whole.

Mountain View club back in action

A $60 million boost from Al¬ 
berta Learning to school 
boards across the province is 
a good start to following 
through with recommenda¬ 
tions made by the Commission 
on Learning, said Chinook’s 
Edge Superintendent Jim Gib¬ 
bons. 

Although details of the fund¬ 
ing haven’t been released, 
Chinook’s Edge estimates 
about $700,000 will come di¬ 
rectly to their division. 

The funding announcement 
was intended to address three 
areas reported to be in need of 
immediate funding from the 
Commission on Learning: cost 
pressures from arbitrated 
teachers’ settlements, funding 
for severe needs students and 
money for per credit funding. 

Gibbons estimates $350,000 
will relieve arbitrated settle¬ 
ments, $250,000 will go to se¬ 
vere needs students and 
100,000 will be spent on a re¬ 
turn to Grade 10 per credit 
funding. 

He said this is good news 
considering Chinook’s Edge 
was operating with a $2.2 mil¬ 


lion deficit in this year’s 
budget. 

“We operated with a deficit 
because we didn’t want to cut 
any programs, so this money 
will be of help,” said Gibbons. 

He said details of how the 
money will be distributed by 
Alberta Learning will come for¬ 
ward this week. Chinook’s 
Edge school board will deal 
with details of funding at the 
next meeting, Dec. 11th. 

Gibbons said the funding 
announcement has given 
school boards and division of¬ 
ficials hope the report from the 
Commission on Learning will 
be followed through on by the 
Minister of Learning. 

“The money is a welcomed 
start it gives us hope the gov¬ 


ernment will follow through 
with the other recommenda¬ 
tions as well.” 

“We know we can’t have 
unlimited funds, but this is a 
good first step that was re¬ 
searched by the Commission 
on Learning as to what the 
needs are and it is positive Al¬ 
berta Learning is responding 
to that.”

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QUESTION: Why do you think kids are 
more sexually active today than when I was 
young? Lust is certainly not new. What is caus¬ 
ing this generation to be so promiscuous? 

DR. DOBSON: There are many factors that 
have brought on the epidemic we’re seeing, not 
the least of which is the trash that is beamed 
to teenagers on television, in movies and from 
the rock music industry. Young people today 
are bombarded by immoral entertainment that 
models promiscuous behavior and teaches them 
that “everyone is doing it.” The diminishing 
influence of traditional Christian teaching is 
also responsible for the changing mores of our 
kids. There is another extremely important 
consideration that has been identified recently 
by behavioral research. 

A team of researchers from the Oregon So¬ 
cial Learning Center has found that parental 
divorce plays a direct role in fostering sexual 
experimentation among adolescents. The inves¬ 
tigators tracked the behavior of 201 junior high 
and high school boys who lived in “higher crime 
areas.” They found that the boys who had 
sexual intercourse at an early age tended to be 
those who had experienced two or more “pa¬ 
rental transitions,” (divorce, remarriage or 
repartnering.) Only 18 percent of these pro¬ 
miscuous boys came from intact families. By 
contrast, 57 percent of the virgins came from 
homes where divorce had not occurred. On 
average, these abstinent boys had experienced 
less than one parental transition. 

A similar study was conducted on young 
women by sociologist Lawrence L. Wu of the 
University of Wisconsin, Madison. He studied 
2,441 white women and 1,275 black women, 
and found that there was a strong correlation 
between those who bore babies out of wedlock 
and those who had been through a “change in 
family structure” when growing up. Wu con¬ 
cluded that the stresses of divorce and remar¬ 
riage on children are directly implicated in out- 
of-wedlock childbearing. In study after study 
now, we are seeing that divorce, single¬ 
parenting and family disruption are unhealthy 
for children. This is not to criticize those who 
find themselves in those circumstances, but nei¬ 
ther can we continue to deny that intact, two- 
parent families are the healthiest, and contrib¬ 
ute directly to a stable society. If that is true 
(and the evidence for it is overwhelming), then 
our public policies and governmental agencies 
should favor and encourage traditional fami¬ 
lies. Anything that undermines or weakens 
them, such as confiscatory taxes or governmen¬ 
tal intrusion, should be viewed with suspicion. 

The future of the nation depends, quite lit¬ 
erally, on millions of strong, committed and 
loving families. To those who remember the vice 
president’s controversial speech on family val¬ 
ues during the election of 1992, we can now 
say unequivocally, “Dan Quayle was dead 
right!”

A. No, we would recommend the use of a rental casket. 

A rental casket means that the casket has been used for 
viewing or a funeral service, by other families. The 
actual cremation will occur in a cremation container.
